REV. JOHN J. HYNES 
ST. WILLIAMS PASTOR DIES 


Rev. John J. Hynes, O.M.L., 59, 
pastor of St. William's Church in 
Tewksbury, died unexpectedly 
Wednesday at St. Joseph's 
Hospital in Lowell 

Born in Lowell August 8, 1913, he 
was the son of the late Michael and 
Delia (Carroll) Hynes.

‘The selectmen’s action Tuesday night resulted in replace- 
ment of one regular and two alternate members of the appeals 
board, one person on the board of registrars, one on the per- 
sonnel board, two on the municipal building committee and one 
‘on the conservation commission.

Essentially, the major problem of the 
North Industrial Zone of Wilmington is one 
of water. The town, at the behest of a 


It has invited industry to 
move in, and now that industry is coming 
the town doesn’t know what to do. 

‘The answer, or the first part of it, is real- 
ly simple. Put in water mains to service 
the north industrial area. If those water 
mains are put in now a fair part of the cost 
can be and will be absorbed by the incoming 
industry. Firms are ready and able to pay a 
part of the cost. 

A report recently received by the town, 
from a well known firm of engineers, has a 
recommendation ‘that this be done by 1984, 
a set of twelve inch water mains, a stand- 
pipe, ete. 

‘There is more to report than the North In- 
dustrial Area - indeed, that area is only a 
side issue, - treated almost with a left foot. 

‘The report says, for instance, that there 
will be a day when the town will have to buy 
water from out of town sources - this, in 


Wilmington, where house lots are 
measured as being 100 by 100 by three feet 
of water. 

‘The report recommends improvements in 
Wilmington - twelve inch water mains on 
Shawsheen Avenue - Bridge Lane, Lake 
Street, Cross Street, and one from Hillside 
Way to Eames Street, across the Maple 
Meadow Brook. It recommends an iron 
treatment plant in the Butters Row 
Wellfield. It worries about financial 
matters. 

If Wilmington waits until 1964 to install 
twelve inch water mains that are needed 
now, and for which assistance can be had at 
this time, the town will be very short- 
sighted, and it will be the home owner who 
will eventually pay. 

To put in those water mains at a later 
date -will still require bonding, the 
borrowing of money by the town.
